HONORS TO HENDRICKS. 


The UnTeUins of the Slonnment to 
Indiana's C^rrand Head Statesman 
at Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 
1.—The capital 
city of the Hoosier state, and the home 
of the president of the republic, did 
honor to-day to the memory of one of 
her favorite sons, whose notable career 
as a statesman was cut short just as his 
life's work had been rewarded with the 
second highest oflSce in the gift of the 
American 
people. 
Conspicuous as 
Thomas A. Hendricks had been in his 
life time in the councils of one political 
party, there was no politics in the event 
of to-day. 
The business houses and 
private residences of the most earnest 
supporters of the party in power, and 
the warmest friends of i^^id^nt !B!ftm- ] 
son, were jdseorated just as profusely, 
and with as much taste, as those of their 
political opponents, and in the imposing 
street 
demonstration 
republicans 
marched with democrats, prohibitionists 
with mugwumps. 
No one party was 
represented in the tens of thousands of 
dollars that have poured in from every 
state and territory of the union to- 
ward the erection of the magnificent 
work of art that adorns the state house 
grounds, and political differences were 
forgotten in the applause that greeted 
the venerable relict of the deceased vice- 
president, as, with trembling ^ands, 
she pulled the rope and exposed, to pub- 
lic view the marble features of her illus- 
trious consort. It was the tribute of a 
city and a state to the citizen, the 
American, the man, rather than to the 
politician or statesman. 


It was a red hot day. 
From the mo- 
ment that "Old Sol" poked his head 
above the horizon, it was apparent that 
he intended to out do his record of the 
past six days. 
The heat poured down 
as though a million furnace doors had 
been thrown open in the 
heavens. 
There was not the slightest suspicion of 
a breeze to modify the terrible visita- 
tion; but the crowds of men and •women 
that began to pour out of the Union de- 
pot, almost with the break of day, did 
not seem to mind it. 
They took the 
shady side of the streets when th§y 
could find any and tried to look cool 
and happy, even if they did not feel it. 
All the roads centering in or passing 
through the city had provided for a 
heavy in-pour on special trains and they 
found their capacity taxed to the ut- 
most. 
In some of the trains of ten and 
twelve cars the people were packed like 
sardines, and for hours, right up to 
noon, the big depot discharged a steady 
stream of'perspiring humanity 
into 
Illinois street. 
The local speculators 
had provided 20,000 buttons, with a 
bust of Hendricks and appropriate let- 
tering, but the supply was soon ex- 
hausted, and even if there had been 
twice as many there would not have 
been enough to go around. 


The Bates, 
Orand 
and Dennison 
hotels, where Governors Hill, Campbell 
and Francis were respectively quartered, 
were the great center of attraction and 
crowds were in the rotundas in the 
hope of getting a view of the distin- 
guished visitors and a speech. 
In the 
latter, however, they were disappointed. 
The distinguished parties drove to the 
state house shortly after 10 o'clock and 
after being introduced to each other by 
Governor Hovey in his private parlors, 
held an informal reception for a couple 
of hours. 
Meanwhile the various divi- 
sions of the parade had began to form 
at their designated rendezvous. 
At 1 
o'clock, when Chief Marshal General 
Fred Knefler was satisfied that all was 
in readiness, the signal was given by the 
firing of seven guns by the veterans sta- 
tioned at the north side of the court 
house square and the column moved. 


The metropolitan police, under com- 
mand of Superintendent Travis, led the 
way, with the chief marshal and staff 
and mounted escort close in the rear. 
The first division, commanded by Col. 
W. J . McKee, was made up of the sec- 
ond 
regiment 
infantry, of Indiana 
legion, the Indianapolis light artillery 
battery, the Knights of Pythias, and the 
Knights of Honor and uniforms of the 
military, with the gay plumage and re- 
galias of the civilians, combined to 
present a brilliant spectacle. 
The sec- 
ond division was led by the Hendricks 
club, of Indianapolis, with J . B. Curtis 
commanding. 
Its members marched in 
a square as special escort to the carriage 
containing Mrs. Hendricks, President 
Eand, of the Monument association, 
and Senator Turpie, the orator of the 
day. 
One continuous ToUey of cheers 
greeted the venerable widow as the 
carriage moved slowly from block to 
block, and Mrs. Hendricks, who looked 
somewhat pale but fully 
composed, 
smiled and bowed her thanks to the 
right and left. 


Behind ihe carriage in oolumns of 
four, came the Young Men's Giray club, 
Cleveland dab and Bynum club, all of 
Indianapolis. In the third division,

two hundred strong, also made a fine 
appearance as did the Jefferson club, 
and the Jackson club, of Dayton, Ohio. 
Following these in the fourth division 
were carriages four abreast, containing 
Governors Hill, Campbell, Francis and 
Hovey and their parties. 
The commit- 
tee of the Monumental 
association, 
board of trade, Commerçial club, and 
the judiciary, state, county and city 
officials. The fifth division was com- 
posed of veteran soldiers' organizations, 
and the sixth and last of the city and 
ward organizations of Indianapolis. 


The sidewalks along the line of march 
were packed with people who cheered 
the visiting governors, the clubs from 
abroad and the other features of the pa- 
rade that 
excited 
their enthusiasm. 
Each division had 
'«I Eiusic, 


and tiie nmnberlesb/flags, banners and 
othë'r dB'^icés were carried. 


It was 2 o'clock, despite the fact that, 
owing to the extreme heat the route had 
been shortened, before the procession 
had reached the State house grounds. 
Here, almost as far as the eye could 
reach, the spectators 
were solidly 
massed. 
Fronting the Monument, a 
platform had been erected for the speak- 
ers and distinguished guests, while to 
the right, was an ampitheatre filled with 
500 school children, the majority little 
girls in white. 
Company D, of the In- 
dianapolis light infantry was posted 
around the u p ^ r base of the monument 
while the Hendricks club formed a 
square around the lower base. 
' ' ' 


The appearance of the carriage with 
JMrs. Hendricks and the visiting govern- 
ors was the signal for the firing of a 
salute of nine guns by the light artillery 
battery, and the exercises were forth- 
with inaugurated with an overture by 
the band. 
Then the school children's 
chorus, led by Prof. Henry M. Butler, 
sang "The 
Model 
Eepublic" 
with 
superb effect. 
Gov. A. P. Hovey called 
the gathering to order in a very few 
words, extending a hearty welcome to 
the visitors from abroad and paying a 
brief tribute to the man they had met 
to honor. 
He concluded by installing 
Hon. Frederick Band, president of the 
Monument 
association, as presiding 
officer. 


Bev. Jos. S. Jenks, of St. Paul 
church, led the gathering in i)rayer. 
After a selection by the Hendrick's club 
band President Band made a succinct 
historical statement narrating the cir- 
cumstances under which the movement 
for the monument had originated; the 
amounts contributed by the several 
states and the total expenditui'es. The 
hymn, "America," was then sung by the 
choir and audience. 
As the notes died 
away Mrs. Hendricks rose and gently 
pulled the rope causing the canvass to 
recede and disclosing the life-sized 
statue that crowned the pedestal. Ap- 
plause, loud and prolonged, greeted the 
successful culminatioii: of the enter- 
prise, while to add to the din a salute 
of nine guns, one for each letter of the 
name "Hendricks" was fired by the 
battery and "Columbia" was rendered 
by the combined bands. 


When silence had once more been re- 
stored, the dedicatory ode, "Hendricks," 
written by James Whitcomb Biley, was 
impressively read by Prof. Fisher, of 
Hanover college.

of three years, who had been bom at 
the place of their former residenofr on 
the 7th day of September, 181?. The 
family after a short sojourn at Idtadison, 
in this státe, settled permwaeniJy at 
Shelbyville, the capital of Shelby ooon^. 
The orator then spoke at considerable 
length, of the early boyhood days of 
young Hendricks, his school and college 
life, his marriage, his ^ s t 
appearance 
in public life as a representative in the 
State le^slature from Shelby county, 
his election to confess, his career as 
a lawyer, his elevation to the United 
States senate, and afterwards to the gov- 
ernorship of the Hoosier state, his visit 
to Europe, his election as Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States and his death 
at his home in Indiana^lis on the 25th 
day of November, 1885. 
In closing the 
orator said? 


It is a thing very difllcult to draw par- 
allels between men of dútinction. 
Even 
those best known ma^ approach each 
othe'" at few points of resemblance. In 
one kUit oí 
mfcnb^'and moral chw- 
acter 
Hendricks 
sia^ be compared, 
among the ancients, with that- iURstri-. 
ous Athexdan who was called The Just. 
To deal justly with all men; to think 
justly of others, seemed in him not so 
much a matter of obligation as a habit 
of nature. 
This was especially the case 
in respect to those whom at any time he 
felt called upon to oppose or denounce. 


Among moderns, not to speak of the 
very eminent men who were his own 
countrymen or eotomporaries, he resem- 
bled Burke -in one notable feature— 
abundance of thought, that affluence of 
imitation and suggestion, aside from the 
immediate topic under discussion. 


When one has followed him through 
his discourses 
upon 
reconstruction, 
the nature of tariff legislation, the issues 
of the war, the independence and auton- 
omy of Ireland, the banking clause of 
^our state constitution, or that upon 
Christian faith, he will find himself on 
a plane much elevated, in an atmos- 
phere bracing, buoyant; girt by an ex- 
tended horizon, with enlarged views of 
the duties of citizenship, and the hopes 
of humanity. 
The imagination must be 
allowed to fill, the mind to dwell upon 
these son^ewhat latent stories of sugges- 
tion. 
Meaning comes when visions 
cease. 


He was truly a man of varied learning 
and attainments, full also of that wis- 
dom unborrowed from the schools; 
patient, kindly, persistent, brave, not 
distrustful of fortune, willing, for the 
cause of which he espoused, to put all 
that man lawfully may to the hazard; 
and of a fixed fidelity to principle which 
brooked in its course neither despair 
nor discouragement. 


Faultlessly 
discrete 
in conduct, 
equally undisturbed by the clamor of 
dissent or favor, with calm, clear, in- 
tutive discernment in the adaption of 
means most excellent to the noblest 
ends, with almost marvelous prevision 
of effects; though he purposed more; 
yet he accomplished much, for his 
country's welfare. 


Had he lived in the age of classic an- 
tiquity, an apotheosis might have fol- 
lowed his demise. In one supremely 
critical junction of our national affairs, 
for many days, like Pabius of old, he 
walked and safely kept the field of peril, 
meriting in this the simple yet august 
decree of the conscript fathers: 
"He 
hath deserved well of the republic." 


We unveil here to-day this monu- 
mental figure, reminding us of his life 
and presence, in the goodly fellowship 
of these storied emblems of the admin- 
istration of law, and of history, wherein 
he bore so large a part. 
His fame de- 
pends upon material yet more enduring, 
the fabrics of his words and works, en- 
nobled by the patriotic aims to which 
they related. 


For it may well be believed there was 
something about such a one, of that 
within, which passeth show. 
He had 
genius—the genius of -statesmanship; 
alike befitting the majestic assemblies 
and the highest councils of a free peo- 
ple. 


To genius belongs the hereafter. In 
the vast halls of the future its greetings 
are heard, its audiences are held; pos- 
terity throngs to the reception. In their 
midst it moves, clad with a radiant nim- 
bus of glory, and neither time, nor 
chance, nor change, nor things past nor 
present, northings to come, of what- 
ever moment, may dim or tarnish its 
unfading splendor. 


The orator received another ovation 
as he retired. 
"The True Patriot" was 
rendered by the male chorus. The audi- 
ence and school children joined in the 
stirring strains of "The Star Spangled 
Banner," and with the pronouncing of 
the benediction by Bight Bev. 
Silas 
Ohettard, bishop of Vinoennes, the 
event of the day was brought to a fitting 
conclusion.

IKescners Beacli. tlie miners in tlie 
f a r m Hill Mine, Only to 
Find Corpses. 


-At 
DUNBAB, Pa., J u l y 1- 
this morning 
the opening 


4 o'clock 
into the 


Farm Hill mine was completed and the 
air tested. 
It was found to contain 20 
per cent, of black damp. 
This, in the 
estimation of Superintendent HiU, is 
conclusive evidence that none of the 
miners will be found living. 
At 4:15 a. 
m. all of the rescuing party came out 
and the huge fans were started to drive 
out the foul air from the mine to' make 
further exploration possible. 
The mine 
inspectors fear that another explosion 
will occur when the mine gas is ; driven 
up to where the fire is yet burning. At 
9 o'clock the fans were slowed down and 
twenty selected volunteers entered for 
the puipoSt» ijf ¿«sterminiiig iLe fate -sf 
their fellows. 
Volunteers were plenty, 
the greatest difficulty being in keeping 
them outside. 
It will probably be late 
in the day before the rescuing party is 
heard from. 


THEY ABE AJJj DEAD. 


11:40 a. m.—Dr. Wallace has just 
stepped from the mine and says the 
miners in the pit of the Hill farm mine 
are all dead. 
The smoke is so dense in 
the mine ten feet from where the wall 
was broken into that no one can enter 
or survive in it. 
The fans will start 
again and run until 2 p. m., when 
another effort will be made to enter the 
mine and take out the bodies. 


Thirty coffins have been placed within 
the entry to the mine and every prepa- 
ration made for the dead bodies. A 
corps of physicians with an abundant 
supply of remedies and restoratives are 
within a moments call. 
Nothing more 
can be done but wait. 
Outside on the 
hills surrounding the pit, crowds of 
men, women and children are assembled 
waiting for the final word. 
Bain is fall- 
ing in torrents and the watchers are 
thoroughly drenched.

Found a Giant's Bones. 


Cornelius Jones, a well-known aua 
wealthy landowner of Spencerville,' 
Allen County, in this city on business,' 
said: 


"By the way, there was a remarkable 
discovery of prehistoric remains in oui 
section the other day. 
The instance 
came under my ovrn observation. 
Last 
week I had occasion to visit the farm 
of J . Henly, about two miles west o 
Kossuth, just across the border i: 
Auglaize County. Some workmen wer 
engaged in digging a well, and ha^ 
descended to a depth of thirty-two fee 
when they struck a gravel driit, fro 
which they exhumed a gigantic skulll 
thirty-eight inches in circumference.! 
Further down the other bones of the 
giant were -found. 
There can be nd 
doubt as to the kind of remains. 
Tliel 
thigh bone measured 3 feet 2 inches id 
length, and the spinal column is fouD 
feet two inches long. 
All the bonea 
were in an excellent state of preaerva-j 
tion, and were probably those of a pre-1 
historic warrior who was killed in bat^ 
tie, as the skull seemed to have beeri 
crushed with a blunt instrument. The 
whole skeleton measured eight feefi 
eleven and a half inches in height, and 
when clothed with flesh must have been 
a tremendously powerful man. 
A huge 
stone axe weigliing twenty-seven pounds 
and a flint spear head of seventeen 
pounds weight were found with the 
bones, and were, no doubt, swayed by 
the giant with the greatest ease. A 
copper medallion, engraved with several 
strange characters, was also found with 
the Iwnes. 


"This starling discovery proves the 
Biblical assertion that 'there were giants 
in those days.' ' The scientific value of 
the discovery is also g^eat, and may 
lead to some 
interesting 
develop- 
mients."— Cincinnati Times-Star,

HONORS TO HENDKICKS. 


The rnvetlhiK or the Monument to 


Indiana's <«rnmll>caa Statesman 


at Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 1.—Tho capital 


city of tho Hoosier state, niid the home 
of the president of tho republic, did 
honor to day to tho memory of ouo of 
her fftvorito sons, whose notable career 
as a statesman \vas cut &hort just ns his 
life's work had been rewarded with tho 
secoud highest office in the gift of the 
American 
people. 
Conspicuous 
as 


Thomas A. Hendricks had been in his 
ifo time in the councils of ono political 
party, there was no politics in tho event 
of to-day. Tho business houses and 
private residences of the most earnest 
supporters of tho party in power, and 
the warmest friends of Presidoat Harri- 
son, were decorated just as profusely, 
and with as much tasto, as those of their 
political opponents, and in the imposing 
street 
demonstration 
republicans 


marched with democrats, prohibitionists 
with mugwumps. No ono party was 
represented in the tens of thousands of 
dollars that havo poured in from every 
state and territory of tho union to- 
ward tho erection of tho magnificent 
work of art that adorns tho state hou&e 
grounds, and political differences were 
forgotten in tho applause that greeted 
the venerable relict of the deceas'ed vice- 
president, as, with trembling hands, 
she pulled tho rope and exposed, to pub- 
lic -view tho marble features of her illus- 
trious consort. It was tho tribute of a 
city and a state to tho citizen, tho 
American, tho man, rather than to the 
politician or statesman. 


It was a red hot day. From tho mo- 


ment that "Old Sol" poked his head 
above tho horizon, it was apparent that 
he intended to out do his record of the 
past six days. Tho heat poured down 
as though a million furnace doors had 
been thrown open in the 
heavens. 


Thero was not the slightest suspicion of 
» breeze to modify tho terrible visita- 
tion; but the crowds of men and women 
that began to pour out of the Union do- 
pot, almost with the break of day, did 
not seem to mind it. 
They took the 


shady side of the streets when they 
;ould find any and tried to look cool 
and happy, even if they did not feel it. 
ill the roads centering in or passing 
•hrough tho city had provided for a 
leavy in-pour on special trains and they 
*cund their capacity taxed to ihe ut- 
most, Iu some of the trains of ten and 
twelve cars tho people wero packed like 
sardines, and for hours, right up to 
noon, the big depot discharged a steady 
stream of'perspiring humanity into 
tllinois street. 
The local speculators 


iad provided 20,000 buttons, with &

The Bates, 
Grand and Dennison 


hotels, where Governors Hill, Campbell 
and Fratcis were respectively quartered, 
were the great center of attraction and 
crowds were in the rotundas in the 
liope of getting a view of tho distin- 
guished visitors and a speech. In the 
atter, however, they wore disappointed. 
The distinguished parties drove to the 
state house shortly after 10 o'clock and 
after being introduced to each other by 
aovernor Hovey in his private parlors, 
leld an informal reception for a couple 
of hours. Meanwhile the various divi- 
sions of the parade had began to form 
at their designated rendezvous. At 1 
o'clock, when Chief Marshal General 
Fred Knefler was satisfied that all was 
n readiness, the signal was given by the 
iring of seven guns by the veterans sta- 
ioned at the north side of the co,.rt 
aouso square and the column moved. 


The metropolitan police, under com- 


mand of Superintendent Travis, led tho 
way, 
with the chief marshal and staff 


and mounted escort close in the rear. 
Tho first division, commanded by Col. 
W. J. McKee, was made up of tho sec- 
ond regiment 
infantry, of Indiana 


legion, tho Indianapolis light artillery 
aattery, tho Knights of Pythias, and the 
Knights of Honor and uniforms of tho 
military, with tho gay plumage and re- 
galias of the civilians, combined to 
present a brilliant spectacle. The sep? 
ond division was led by tho Hendricks 
club, of Indianapolis, with J. B. Curtis 
commanding. Its members marched in 
a square as special escort to tho carriage 
:ontaining Mrs. Hondrioks, President 
Hand, of the Monument association, 
and Senator Turpie, tho orator of the 
day. Ono continuous volley of cheers 
greeted the venerable widow as tho 
carriage moved slowly from block to 
block, and Mrs. Hendrioks, who looked 
somewhat palo but fully 
composed, 


smiled and bowed her thanks to tho 
right and left. 


Behind tho carriage in columns of 


four, camo tho Young Men's G;oy club, 
Cleveland club and Bymmi club, all of 
Indianapolis. In tho third division, 
commanded by Jamos R. Carnahan, 
woro the visiting clubs from Indiana 
and other states. These included ono 
hundred members of the Cook county 
democracy, of Chicago, wearing hand- 
shomo badges and headed by the second 
regiment band. They marched with 
military tread and presented a splendid 
appearance. They wereloudly cheered. 
The Duckworth club, of Cinoumati, 


two hundred strong, also mado a fine 
appearance as did tho Jefferson club 
and the Jackson club, of Dayton, Ohio, 
Following theso in tho fourth divisioi; 
were carriages four abreast, containing 
Governors Hill, Campbell, Francis oni 
Hovey and their parties. Tho commit- 
tee of the Monumental association, 
board of trade, Commercial club, and 
the judiciary, btate, county and city 
officials. The fifth division was com- 
posed of veteran soldieis' organizations, 
and the sixth and last of the city and 
ward organizations of Indianapolis. 


Tho sidewalks along the line of march 


were packed with people who cheered 
the visiting governors, Uie clubs from 
abroad and tho other feature of the pa- 
rade that excited their enthusiasm. 
Each division had its- tftzcls •." music, 
and the numberless fiagS) banners and 
other devices were carried. 


It was 2 o'clock, despite tho fact that, 


owing to tho extreme heat tho route had 
been shortened, before the procession 
had reached the State house grounds. 
Here, almost as far as tho eyo could 
reach, 
tho spectators 
weio solidly 


massed. Fronting tho Monument, a 
platform had been erected for tho speak 
ers and distinguished guests, while to 
the right, was an ompitheatro filled with 
1500 school children, the majority little 
girls in white. Company I), of the In- 
dianapolis light infantry was posted 
around the upper base of tho monument 
while the Hendricks club formed a 
square around the l^wer base. 
' ' 


The appearance of the carriage with 


-Mrs. Hendricks and the visiting govern- 
ors was the signal for the firing of a 
salute of nine guns by tho light artillery 
battery, and the exerci&es were forth- 
with inaugurated with an overture by 
the band. Then tho school children's 
chorus, led by Prof. Henry M. Butler, 
sang "Tho Model Kepublio" 
with 


superb effeo^. Gov. A. P. Hovey called 
the gathering to order in a very few 
words, extending a hearty welcome to 
tho visitors from abroad and paying a 
brief tribute to the man they had met 
to honor. He concluded by installing 
Hon. Frederick Band, president of the 
Monument association, as ^residing 
officer. 


Itev. Jos. S. Jenks, of St. Paul 


church, led the gathering in prayer. 
After a selection by the Hendrick's club 
band President Baud made a succinct 
historical statement narrating tho cir- 
ramstances under which the movement 
for the monument had originated; the 
amounts contributed by tho several 
states and the total expendituies. The 
hymn, "America," was then sung by the 
shoir and audience. As the notes died 
away Mrs. Hendricks rose and gently 
pulled the rope causing the canvass to 
recede and disclosing the life-sized 
statue that crowned the pedestal. Ap- 
plause, loud and prolonged, greeted the 
successful culmination of the enter- 
prise, vhile to add to the din a salute 
of nine guns, one for each letter of tho 
name "Hendricks" was fired by the 
battery and "Columbia" was rendered 
by the combined bands. 


When silence had onco more been re- 


stored, the dedicatory ode, "Hendricks," 
written by James Whiteomb Kiley, was 
impressively read by Prof. Fisher, of 
Hanover college.

TUIU-IB'S SPEECH, 


When, in that troubled time, tho 


early years of the last century, the 
knightly and chivalrous, Jean Baptiato 
Bissot, Siitu- do Vincennes, lost bis life 
in battle with the Indians, leaving his 
name to tho old post upon the Wabash, 
it did not seem that tho region wo now 
inhabit would over, in auy considerable 
degree, become the homo of Europeans 
or thoir descendants. Thoro wero then 
within our borders only a few forte or 
trading stations, around which wero 
some sparse settlements of tho French, 
mostly emigrants from Canada. 


Upon the cession of this territory by 


France to Great Britain, under the treaty 
of Paris, concluded in 17G2, and oven 
for some time after the conquest and 
military occupation of Indiana- by Gen. 
Clarko, there was little change in this 
condition. 
After the admission of tho 


state into tho Union, between 181G and 
1825, migration hither became quite 
laigo and general. It was during thid 
latter period, in 1822, that John Hen- 
drioks and Jane, his wife, removed hero 
from the county of Muskingum in tho 
state of Ohio, bringing with t'ueju fLeir 
BOD, Thomas Andrews Hemlrickai a child 


of three years, who had been born a 
the place of their former residence on 
the 7th day of September, 1819. Th< 
family after a short sojourn at Madison 
iu this state, settled permanently a 
Shelby villo, tho capital of Shelby county 
Tho orator then spoke at considerable 
length, of the early boyhood days o 
young Heudricks, his school and college 
life, his marriage, his first appearance 
in public life as a rcpresmtative iu the 
Slate legislature from Shelby county 
his election to congress, his career as, 
a lawyer, his elevation to the Uwtoi 
States senate, and afterwards to the gov 
ernorship of the Hoosier state, his visii 
to Europe, bis election a.s Vice Presi- 
dent of tho United States and his death 
at his home in Indianapolis on tho 25th 
day of November, 1885. 
In closing the 


orator said; 


It is a thing very difficult to draw par- 


allels between men of distinction. Even 
those best known may approach each 
otlie' at few points of resemblance. In 
ouo tiait 01 b6S% niciitaV'and moral char 
acter Hendricks may be compared! 
among the ancients, with thai ifiustn- 
ous Athenian who was called Tho Just. 
To deal justly with all men; to think 
justly of others, seemed iu him not so 
much a matter of obligation as a habit 
of nature. This was especially tho caso 
iu respect to those whom at any time he 
felt called upon to oppose or denounce. 


Among moderns, not to spoak of the 


very eminent men who wero his own 
countrymen or co-temporaries, he resem- 
bled Burke in one notable feature— 
abundance of thought, that affluence of 
imitation and suggestion, aside from tho 
immediate topics under discussion. 


When ono has followed him through 


liis discourses upon reconstruction, 
the nature of tariff legislation, tho issues 
of the war, the independence and auton- 
omy of Ireland, the banking clause of 
our state constitution, or that upon 
Christian faith, he will find himself on 
a plane much elevated, in • nn atmos- 
phere bracing, buoyant; girt by an ex- 
:endod horizon, with enlarged views of 
:he duties of citizenship, and tho hopes 
of humanity. Tho imagination must be 
allowed to fill, the mind to dwell upon 
:ueso somewhat latent stories of sugges- 
tion. 
Meaning comes when visions 


cease. 


Ho was truly a man of varied learning 


and attainments, full also of that wis- 
dom uuborrowed from 
the schools; 


wtient, kindly, persistent, brave, not 
listrustful of fortune, willing, for the 
cause of which ho espoused, to put all 
hat man lawfully may to the hazard; 
niA of a fixed fidelity to principle which 
>rooked in its course neither despair 
nor discouragement. 


Faultlessly 
discrete 
in 
conduct, 


equally undisturbed by the clamor of 
lissent or favor, with calm, clear, in- 
twtive discernment in the adaption of 
means most excellent to tho noblest 
:nds, with almost marvelous prevision 
of effects; though he purposed more; 
ret ho accomplished much, for his 
country's wol'aro. 


Had he lived in the age of classic an- 


iquity, an apotheosis might have fol- 
ovicA his demise. In one supremely 
critical junction of our national affairs, 
or many days, like Fobius of old, he 
walked and safely kept the field of peril, 
meriting in this the simple yet august 
decree of the 'conscript fathers: "He 
hath deserved well of tho republic."

In thoir 
nidst it moves, c'ad with a radiant uim- 
ras of glory, and neither time, nor 
chance, nor change, nor things past nor 
present, nor things to come, of what- 
ever moment, may dim or tarnish its 
unfading splendor. 


Tlio orator received another ovation 


as ho retired. 
"The True Patriot" was 


rendered by tho male chorus. The audi- 
ence and school children joined iu the 
stirring strains of "The Star Spangled 
Biiiner," and with tho pronouncing of 
tho benediction by Kight Bev. Silas 
Chattard, bishop of Yinconnes, tho 
event of tho day was brought to a fitting 
conclusion.
